A. H. Gib- 
son, K.C., acted for the crown, and 
the man charged with the five mur- 
ders which shocked this district one 
week ago, was represented by Hugh 
John Macdonald of Edmonton. 

With a clanking of metal as his leg 
trons and menacies clashed as he top- 
pled over, the alleged killer fainted 
during the middle of the hearing, 
having been overcome by the heat and 
stuffiness in the overcrowded hall. 

Dvernychuk was dragged out to a 
door and revived and spent the time 
of the hearing gazing blankly at the 
wall in front of him. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
when asked by the court if he had 
anything to say, he replied in a voice 
so low that it could only be heard at 
a short distance or a few feet; “No, I 
have nothing to say.” 

The evidence given was along the 
same lines as that adduced at the in- 
quest, but given tn more detail, 

A crowd of 2,000 people filled the 
town during the afternoon, and many 
threats of open violence to Dvernyehuk 
were made, but no concerted action 
was taken.
